EDITORIAL 


One  of  the  most  important  things 
tihat  a  man  comes  up  against  when  he 
goes  out  into  the  world  is  the  necessity 
of  punctuality.  This  is  particularly  true 
in  the  business  world.  If  an  employer 
sees  that  one  of  his  subordinates  is  in 
the  habit  of  being  tardy,  he  immedi- 
ately has  the  man  replaced;  for  a  man 
who  is  habitually  late  is  a  drawback  to 
any   firm. 

The  most  opportune  time  to  begin 
the  habit  of  being  punctual  is  when  all 
habits  good  or  bad,  are  begun,  that  is 
to  say,  wlhen  we  are  still  in  school.  This 
failing  of  tardiness  is  prevalent  here  at 
school  to  a  marked  degree.  Many  boys 
are  late  to  two  or  three  assemblies  each 
day.  Of  course  there  is  a  penalty  of 
marks  for  this  offence,  but  the  boy  is 
prone  to  think  that  if  he  is  given  a 
mark  for  lateness  he  is  even  with  him- 
self, for  he  will  work  off  the  marks.
